ITH ALL OF US TRYING 

TO GUESS which will be the 
best production month of 1933 
and talking glibly and hopefully 
of peaks and valleys being leveled 
this year, it perhaps will interest 
everyone in the industry to learn 
that the best balanced year in 
the history of the business was 
1923. 

That was the first year in which 
production reached 4,000,000 units, 
the total being 4,180,450. The 
peak month was May, with 414,256. 
The lowest month was January, 
with 256,019. All the other 
months ranged between 290,130 
for February and 395,086 for 
April. Each of the last ten 
months exceded 300,000, the low- 
est being December with 316,250. 
Talk about balancing the budget!

OF COURSE YOU COULDN'T 


EXPECT a columnist to dig up| 
this for himself, so it is just as| 


well if I admit it right now I get 


this dope from Fred Starck, who | 


compiles production estimates for 
the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Fred goes to 
considerable length in his re- 
search as to what’s gone on in 


the past. He says that in the four | 


years 1923 to and including 1926, 
the industry achieved a balance 
of production that resulted in a 
high degree of stability and en- 
abled it to proceed on a com- 
paratively even keel during that 
period, despite the fact that this 
business of ours is regarded as 
being of an inherently seasonal 
nature.

AFTER PICKING 1923 as the 
prize package, Starck finds that 
1924 was the next best balanced, 
beginning with 330,177 in Janu- 
ary, reaching a peak of 400,658 in 
March, and tapering off to a low 
of 215,952 in December. 1925 
began with 251,247 in January, 
the lowest month, then increased 
to a peak of 457,094 in October 
and ended with 325,325 





in De-| 


cember, the total being 4,427,800. | 


1926 also was well distributed, 
except for a sharp decline in 
December, the lowest month. It 
started with 324,477 in January, 
increased to a peak of 450,838 in 


April, ran between 450,101 and 
349,091 from May to October, 
with 266,129 in November and 


175,287 in December, the total 
being 4,505,661. 

In 1928 the balance was well 
preserved but in 1927, 1929 and 
subsequent years the production 
was irregular, with too great dis- 
parity between the high and low 
months.

THE STABILITY OF PRO- 
DUCTION achieved in 1923, 1924, 
1925 and 1926, particularly dur- 
ing the winter months of low de- 
mand, is remarkable, says Starck, 
and this balance of production, 
purchasing and employment, with 
its concomitants of ability to plan

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Dealers Study 
New National

Washington, June 13.—Will the 
provisions of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act give birth to a 
new country-wide automobile 
dealer organization, formed espe- 
cially to carry out the terms of 
the law?

Based on the re- 
ports from the first twelve states 
in which the compilation of May 
figures has been completed R. L. 
Polk & Company estimated the 
total new passenger cnr sales for 
the month at between 150,000 and 
155,000 units. This figure would 
compare with 131,282 units regis- 
tered in May last year and 
119,909 units registered in April 
this year. Truck sales are esti- 
mated at 23,200 agaist 17,301 in

Eleven States

Detroit, June 13.—Eleven out of 
twelve states reporting on May 
new passenger car sales shows 
gains over May last year, accord- 
ing to figures released today by 
R. L. Polk and Company here. 
These states are widely scattered 
representing a general improve- 
ment throughout the country. 

The only state in the compila- 
tion which showed a loss from 
May last year was the state of 
North Dakota North Dakota 
showed 305 sales in May this year 
against 611 in the same month 
of 1932. South Carolina which was 
shown as below last year in an 
earlier report actually ran 400 
units ahead of May last year; the 
corrected figures are 1023 this 
year against 624 in May, 1932.

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Fighting Industry 





HEN the industrial historian 

of the future comes to write 
the chronicles of the canyon of 
depression extending from 1929 
to 1933, he will be forced to hand 
the automotive industry a chaplet 
of laurel for its accomplishments 
during that trying period. And 
the industrial analyst who 
examines the record of the great 
depression will probably be 
tempted to call that lamentable 
era, the period of greatest ac- 
complishment in the history of 
the automotive industry. 


It was not a great feat to create 
the illusion of being a great in- 
dustry or a great industrialist 
during the years from 1925 to 
1929. The tide of prosperity was 
running swiftly and some very 
ordinary industrial operators 
found swimming with the current 


comparatively easy. In = fact 
many of them assured us and 
persuaded us that they were 
great leaders of industry, when 


they were simply swimming with 
the tide of prosperity. 

During the four years of mis- 
erable economic adversity, the 
automotive industry has shown 
leaders and leadership. Our in- 
dustry, one among very few, has 
a ctually FOUGHT depression. 
Never has it rested on its oars, 
hoping vacantly that something 
would turn up. It has done its 
level best to make that some- 
thing happen. 

That an industry should be able 
to improve its product materially 
over a lengthy period of adverse 
business conditions is remark- 
abl enough, but what makes the 
achievement even more signifi- 
cant is that prices today for bet- 
ter cars and trucks are lower 
than they were in 1929. The 
great god volume has been 
brought into a sane relation to 
the other factors governing costs. 
This is proved by the fact that 
the industry as a whole can show 
a profit on a volume of output 
that would have been considered 
impossible in 1929. 

And before we leave the sub- 
ject, we cannot neglect pointing 
out that the improved product, 
the greater efficiency, the lowered 
costs brought about by the stern 
taskmaster depression, will oper- 
ate to create a new prosperity for 
our industry, now that revival 
seems to be an accomplished fact.

CUMULATIVE NEW PASSENGER CAR 
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Aleo-Gas Bill 
Loses 2™ Tilt 


Washington, June 13.—Propo- 
nents of compulsory use of alco- 
hol in motor fuel lost a second 
battle in the special session of the 
seventy-third Congress in _ its 
closing days. Their further frus- 
tration came in the death of a 
concurrent resolution which 
would have authorized a special 
congressional committee to make 
a full technical investigation of 
the subject before next December. 

The measure, introduced by 
Senator Bennett Champ Clark, of 
Missouri, was allowed to die by 
the Senate Finance Committee to 
which it had been referred. 

Calling for the appointment of 
a committee of six, three from 
each branch of Congress, the res- 
olution proposed “a general study 
and investigation of the practica- 
bility of the use in motor fuel of 
alcohol produced from domestic 
agricultural commodities, and 
the advantages of such use to 
agriculture and industry. 


To Distribute 
Assets of Fisk 
Boston, June 13.—An order di- 
recting a distribution of approxi- 
mately $9,000,000 of assets of the 
Fisk Rubber Company to holders 
of bonds, notes and claims has 
been signed in the Federal Court 
here by Judge James A. Lowell. 
The partial distribution of as- 
sets is made on total claims of 
$16,334,000. The distribution 
amounts to slightly more than 56 
percent of face value to holders 


of bonds and notes who present | 


claims jointly and 39 percent to 
holders of either bonds or notes 
pending a final settlement of 
possible preference between hold- 
ers of bonds and holders of notes 
and claims.

Rubber Ready 


New York, June 13.—Two brand- 
new rubber compounds were an- 
nounced and described by Dr. W. 
L. White of Raybestos-Manhattan 
Inc., at a meeting of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society. The new 
substances, called “Thiokol” and 
“DuPrene,” promise to play an 
important role in the rubber in- 
dustry as well as in other fields, 
chiefly because of the fact that 


| solvents which despite all labora- 


tory and research work remain 
death and destruction to natural 
rubber, do not affect them. 


Dr. White, in listing the advant- 
ages of “Thiokol” and “DuPrene,” 
calls them the fulfillment of the 
rubber man’s dream of an oil- 
proof rubber. The earlier-per- 
fected of the two new products, 
“Thiokol,” is said to possess the 
general qualities of rubber, but 
differs from rubber in that it ig- 
nores gasoline, kerosene, toluol 
and mineral oils of all kinds. Nor 
is “Thiokol” damaged by alcohol, 
ether, amyl-acetate or carbon-tet- 
rachloride. Samples of “Thiokol” 
kept immersed in benzole for over 
a year shows practically no signs 
of deterioration. 

“DuPrene”, second of the new 
compounds, has the elasticity, 
tensile strength and elongation of 
natural rubber, but differs from 
rubber—and incidentally from 
“Thiokol,” in having a heat re- 
sistance considerably greater than 
that of rubber. 

“Oil-proof rubber,” says Dr. 
White, “will be a boon to such 
fields as the oil, natural and 
manufactured gas, automotive 
and packing industries where the 
inherent shortcomings of natural 
rubber set insuperable limits to 
its use.”
